Of all tbe sacrifices that hav e been 
made, that are being made or that will 
be made for our country in this war, 
there is no sacrifice so heroic, so un­ 
selfish, so terrible, as the sacrifice of 
the mother who sends her son. in bis 
strong, clean y oung manhood, from tiie 
protecting influence of his home, with 
no one near to guide or adv ise him sav e 
his military superiors. 
No man can 
fully realize what this sacrifice means. 
Only a mother's heart can understand. 
Of all the responsibilities, in these 
hours of heav y responsibilities, that 
are laid upon the civ ilian heads of the 
army and the nav y , there is. after all. 
no responsibility more weighty , more 
solemn, more fraught with terrible re­ 
sults if ev aded, than this resp o n sib il­ 
ity of acting in a mother's place toward 
these splendid y ouths on whom the na­ 
tion rests its hope of ex istence. 
The y oung sailor or soldier of today 
win form no small part of tbe nation’s 
v ery lifeblood in the times of peace 
following. To consider now their moral 
as well as their phy sical well being is 
not the narrow v iew; it is the broad 
v iew, 
the 
big, 
farsighted 
v iew 
of 
things. 
I hav e no patience with those 
who sneer at any attempt to keep our 
y oung men as sound in mind as they 
are in body , to send them back as wor­ 
thy to become the leaders of the nation 
in times of peace a3 if they had not 
had the horrible ex perience of war, be­ 
cause there is no v iew so utterly one 
sided, so utterly unmilitary in the big­ 
gest sense of tbe word, so ostrich-like, 
so entirely opportunistic, petty 
and 
contemptible, as the attitude which 
considers these boy s as so much “ can­ 
non fodder," to be drilled with gun and 
bay onet, to be taught to obey mi'itary 
commands and then through neglect 
of their moral well being to lie thrown 
back upon their country after the war 
debased in morals, broken in health, 
like so many squeezed oranges, a poi­ 
son in our body politic, instead of a 
strong, inv igorating new life. 
That is 
the policy which those who are arguing 
that we should ignore matters of mo­ 
rality would hav e us seriously consider. 


W h a t " M ilit a r y ” Me a ns . 
Those who prate that interest in this 
matter is "unmilitary " show a sad ig­ 
norance of 
what 
“ military " means. 
There is nothing so important from a 
military standpoint as the morale of 
the men. and morale and morals in the 
long run are sy nony mous. Nature in­ 
v ariably punishes the offender against 
her laws by disease. A sailor or a s*d- 
dier to be efficient must be healthy ; to 
be healthy he must be clean liv ing. A 
man in the military serv ice stricken by , 
any of the diseases that follow ex cess 
or unclean liv ing is as dead for mili- . 
tary purposes as if he was stricken by 
tbe enemy ’s tire. 
Napoleon lias said that “ an army | 
trav els on its belly ;*’ it is equally true 
that it fights with its soul. No army 
of degenerates could win in the gruel- | 
ing test of endurance of modern war­ 
fare against an army of clean, fresh | 
y oung manhood, with all their v igor | 
of mind and body unimpaired. Such is 
my belief, and sucli, I know, is the be- ! 
lief of the secretary of war. 
So much for the theory . What hav e 
we done in tin* nav y and army to put 
this theory into practice? 


N e w p o rt a s a n Ex a m ple . 
Perhaps the 
practical ex ample of 
Newport is tbe best answer—not that 
Newport was in any way a modern 
Sodom, not that it was a cry ing scan- 
dal of the nation, but rather because it 
represented in it* v iewpoint and its 
morals the careless indifference of so 
many of our c i t i e s toward those who 
are strangers within their gates as to 
what, they dal to oc upv their time. So 
far. indeed, as the openness of v ice is

suddenly 
placed some thmmands of y oung men. 
fresh from their homes, free from all 
restraints they had known. 
When 1 
first took up *his matter 
with the state authorities it was re­ 
ferred to the Newport officials for a 
report. 
The reply was one of mild 
wonder at my questions and a frank 
and ingenuous admission that it was 
true that there were gambling resorts 
and houses of ill fame, easily acces­ 
sible to any y outh with money in his 
pocket, but that on the whole condi­ 
tions were v ery satisfactory . 
There* tire today many small towns 
and cities far more dangerous to the 
morals of tne y ouths who liv e therein 
than is Newport. 
And as at Newport, 
so will it be ev ery where our enlisted 
y ouths are stationed if it lies in the 
power of this great gov ernment of 
ours to make it so. 
What I am doing in respect to the 
nav y the secretary of war is doing 
with equal v igor as regards the army .

feed their pigs, taking adv antage of 
ev ery sort of refuse containing fat. 
General Pershing found the American , 
soldiers and the French v illagers liv ing 
together in the greatest amity . 
lie in­ 
quired about the washing for soldiers 
and found that they nearly all washed 
their own clothes in the v illage wash 
houses erected along running streams, 
the v illagers washing on one bank and 
the soldiers on the other.

kitchens the 
American commander interrogated the 
cooks closely . 
“ Do y ou get enough to eat and to 
feed the men? " be asked one v eteran 
cook who has been in tbe regular army 
for a number of y ears. 
"Yes, sir." replied the cook, standing 
at respectful attention. 
"Do y ou get any v egetables? ” asked 
General Pershing. 
“ No, sir," replied the cook.
